V H E Nazis in some ways are the true con* 
* 
8ervatives, the real worshippers of the 
past. It is of course the worst features of 
the past that they adore, like slavery and 
torture, both revived for their own uses, 
to the horror of the world outside. 
This reversion, to by-gone practices ap­ 
pears even in such details as the form of 
capital punishment. Other countries hang 
or electrocute or shoot or guillotine. In 
Naziland alone, of European countries, are 
the victims beheaded by hand. This is the 
medieval practice; the headsman was a 
well-known figure in every district. Be­ 
cause of his trade he was shunned by his 
neighbors. And countries, as they grew civ­ 
ilized, did away with him, substituting 
other forms of legal death, because this 
method of execution was thought too bru­ 
talizing. 
Perhaps that is why the Nazis have re­ 
vived it.

WE ARE entering the period 
of the year when the most serious 
national health problem always 
arises—that of the infectious and 
contagious respiratory diseases. In 
earlier days of the republic there 
was no let-up in health problems 
—it was dysentery in the summer,

and pneumonia in the winter. But 
better methods of prevention—re­ 
frigeration—and better, and es­ 
pecially cleaner methods of pre­ 
paration of food have eliminated 
the summer problem, and we have 
only the winter problem of res­ 
piratory infection. 
Why should these respnatory 
infections be more common in the 
winter? The easy answer is to 
say, "Cold and dam p/' There is 
some relationship between the 
chilling of the body surface and 
susceptibility of infection of the 
nose, throat, bronchial tubes and 
lungs. Well, undoubtedly that ia 
partly true, but only partly. 
Other and more important fac­ 
tors are that we are indoors more 
in the winter, we are in closer con­ 
tact with each other, in school­ 
room, and in office and factory the 
windows arc apt to be closed, there 
are no electric fans going to 
chenge the atmosphere, and so on. 
Air-Borne Infection 
There has been a great deal of 
intensive research in the last ten 
years or more on the dynamics of 
air-borne infection. It is now gen­ 
erally conceded that respiratory 
disease is spread by droplet in­ 
fection. The germs that cause the 
respiratory diseases are light and 
float for long periods in the air. 
A person with a cold sneezes or 
coughs and there is a spray into 
the atmosphere that is astonish­ 
ing when photographed, as was 
done by Turner and his fellow 
workers at the Massachusetts in­ 
stitute of Technology. Most o^ the 
droplets are small and the mois­ 


ture quickly evaporates, leaving 
the germ in the center to hang in 
the air for hours, alive and ready 
to do business. 
In all hospital* today cases of 
pneumonia, etc., are curtained off 
so as to prevent droplet infection 
from getting into the room. The 
attendants and the patient, unless 
he is too sick, are required to wear 
a gauze mask over the nose and 
mouth. If we could persuade every 
cougher and sneezer this winter to 
put a handkerchief in front of his 
mouth or nose whenever he feels 
inclined to indulge, at least in­ 
doors, we could do much to cut 
down the high incidence of winter 
di.^ease. 
Sterilizing Air 
"M astery of the Air” is the mot­ 
to of the respiratory hygienist, as 
it is of the aviation corps. The 
best method of sterilizing the air 
of an office or hospital ward is by 
ultra-violet radiation. 
Chemical 
methods by spray are not very ef­ 
fective, and are likely to be irri­ 
tating. 
The Commonwealth Fund has 
granted the University of Penn­ 
sylvania a research endowment 
for the study of air-borne infec­ 
tion. The studies there indicate 
that the spread of infection de­ 
pends en deficiency of air supplied. 
So when the fresh air fiend opens 
the window in the office and some­ 
one shouts, “Do you want to give 
me my death of cold?” he may 
well reply, "No, I want to give you 
your life free from pneumonia.” 
The ultra-violet radiation of 
movie Houses, offices, schoolrooms 
and factory rooms at night may 
come into use as a hygienic re­ 
quirement.

One of the neatest v ictories in 
Secretary Hull’s 
entire 
foreign 
policy record w as his rebuke to 
the Argentine Gov ernment when it 
asked for Lend-Lease aid.

wreath-lay ing ceremony play ed a 
large part in that diplomatic tri­ 
umph. 
The Argentine appeal was pre­ 
pared b y the Argentine Foreign 
Minister. Admiral Storni, who was 
so confident of the persuasiv eness 
of the note that he suggested it 
be published, after 
Washington 
officials had time to study it. 
But Hull and his adv isers found 
loop-holes which Storni had not 
seen, and they prepared the blis­ 
tering 
reply 
which 
the 
world 
knows 
about.
